T HE whole Book of the Revelation is, by all, acknowledged 
to be very Myftical. My Text, by many, is thought 
to be a Myftery in that Myftery. To fet the words, 
therefore, in a juft and clear Light, you muft give 
me leave to premile fbme things y which, being generally own* 
ed, I , fhall barely mention, not detaining you, at prefent, with 
the Proof of them. 

I. In the Second and Seventh Chapters of Daniel, we have illuft- 
rious Predictions of Four great Empires that Ihould fuccefllvely 
Oppofe, and Opprefs the Church of God y thefe were the Babi- 
lonian , Perfian, Grecian, Roman. ' 

II. Three of thefe Empires were Spent, had Rifen, done their 
Work, were Fallen again, before the Incarnation of our Blefled 
Saviour -, the Fourth, viz. the Roman , was then Up. 

III. The 1 Revelation contains, A Prophecy of the Church’s Fate, 
under its Enlargement after the Downfal of the Fourth, or Ro- 
man Empire. 

IV. ’Tis ulual for God in Prophecies, to reprefent great Em- 
pires by great Beafi s.' Dan. 7. the Babtlonian Empire is reprefent- 
ed by a Lyon, the Perfian by a Bear , the Grecian by a Leopard , 
the Roman by . a favage Beafi , horrid for Shape and Fiercenefs, 
that, in Nature, had nothing like it. 

V. In the Revelation , the Roman Empire is reprefented by a 
Beafi with Seven Heads , and Ten Horns y of this Beall we Read 
frequently in that Book y Three times we have exprefs mention 
of his Seven Heads , and Ten Horns , viz. Chap. 1 2. 13. 17.

17. 10. And there are Seven Kings ; Five are Fallen, and One Is,

And the SeM that was, and is not, viz. his Dominions wefd un- 
der the Five Heads that are Fallen : He is not yet what helhall 
he under his laft Antichriftian Head. He is the -Eight, and is of 
the Seven. In Number he is One, wa^the « of the.&w». . Hft 
is call’d the Eipht, betanfe he' is hn Head- of another Kind^ They 
were all Civil°Ones •, Antichrift is ail EcdefiafticaF Head.

^•Thus thp; Seven Kings, fignify Seven Forms of Government, 
fucceffively- Heading Rome and its Dominions. The Chriftian Em- 
perors were; not a diftindb Form of Government from the Hea- 
then. : They did not belong, to any of the Seven Heads of this 
Beafl* ; becaufe they had not on them the Names of Blafphemy, 
as all thefe Seven Heads have. Rev. 13. 1. The Chriftian Em-, 
perors putting down Heathenifm, fetting up Chriftianity in the 
Empire, gave the Beall its deadly Wound in its Sixth HfeacT, 

Rev. 13. 3... 

The Plebeian Tribunes were fubjed to the Confuls, not Heads of 
the Government. The Two Triumvir at s were exorbitant Confute , 
or not cbofen by the People, as all the other Forms were. 

■ The Myftery ,of the Seven Heads being cleared, let us fee what 
thc Ten Horns fignify. Rev. r 17. 12. And the Ten Horns which 
then : faweti , are Ten Kings , which have received no Kingdom, as yet, 

(at that time they were Provinces of the Roman Empire) but re- 
ceive, Power sts. Kings One Hair with the Be si Ft ; i. e. under the fame 
difpenfatioa of Providence. Kerf. 13. 14. ItislSid , thefe Fen Kings 
jhali give their Power to the Resist ; and under his Banner, fight 
againft Chrift ; by whom, /at laft, they Ihall be overcome. Kcr. 

16. Then they J hall hate the Whore, make her Defolate and Naked, 

Eat her Flejh, Burn her with Fire ; for Kerf 17. God hath put in- 
to their Hearts to fulfil his Will ; and to agree , and give their King- 
dom to the BeaSt , until the Words of God Jhali be fulfilled. 

- Thus : you fee what the Seven Heads, and Ten .Horns fignify. 

But, obferve, Chap. 17. we Read of no Crowns, either upon the 
Heads or Horns. The defign. of that Chapter is, to unfold the 
meaning of the Seven Heads, and Ten Horns. In the other Two 
Places, where thefe Heads and Horns are mentioned, we Read of 
Crowns too, but with this difference •, Chap. 12. the Crowns are 
upon the Seven Heads ; Cnap. 13. upon the Ten Horns ; the rea- 
fon thereof, fee under the next Head. : 

VII. Rev. 12. 3. We Read of a Beaft with Seven Heads, Ten 
Horns, arid Seven Crowns upon his Heads. A Crown is thefign 
of fuj 5 ream Civil Authority. In the Five firft Verfes of that 
Chapter, the Church is reprefented as a glorious Woman in Tra- 
vail ; and a great red Dragon with Seven Heads, Ten Horns, 
and Seven ! Crowns on his Heads, watching to devour her Child 
as ibon as Born.; notwithftanding fhe brings forth a Man-child, 
who was to rule all Nations with a Rod of Iron, who is caught uj> 
to God, and his Throne. This Prophecy obtained its bleffed Ac-

Therefore verf. %. the Woman no fooner brings forth her Man-

pared of God, that they jhould feed her tltre\l6o Days. From rtrfl 
7 . to 12. we Read of War in Heaven, betwixt Michael and the 
Drawn, whereby the Dragon is caft down, and his place found 
no more in Heaven. Whereas, from verf. i.to 5. the travaiUingWo- 
man is faid to bring forth her .Man-child, which is. caught up to God, 
and his Throne, in fpight of the great Dragon that oppofed her . It 
any ask how this was poffible, it is explained from verf. 7. to 12. be- 
caufe Michael (i. e. Chrifl) was on the Woman s fide 1 
thev (/. e. theWotnanand her Seed) overcame by the Blood ot 
- the Lamb, and the Word of their Teftimony * and they loved not 
their Lives unto the Death. In this Parenthelis, the Scripture lhews 
how the Church became Vi&orious over the Roman Heathen Em- 
pire. Whereas verf* 6 . the Woman is iaid 9 after the Aicent oi 
the ’ Man-child to the Throne of the Roman Empire, to fly 
into the Wildernefs. From verf. 12. to the end of the Chapter, 

• The Woman hath given her Two Wings of a great Eagle, where- 
with fhe flies into the Wildernefs : And the Serpent cafts out of 
his Mouth Water as a Flood, to carry her away 3 V. e. a Flood 
of Herefies, viz. Arianifm, Macedonianifm, Neflorianifm , Eutychianifm , 
Pelaoianifm *, befides, an horrible Corruption of Church Government , 
and^Difcipline : Thefe were attended with an univerfal and grofs 
Corruption of Manners. Hereby Chriftianity in the Church was 
laid wafte \ upon the Ruins whereof, the Antichriftian Empire 

was Ere&ed. . 

VIII. Chapter 13. prefents us with the Rife and Reign of the 
Antichriftian Empire. Verf. 1. -And I flood upon the Sand 'of the 
Sea, and fern a Beatt nfing out of the Sea, having Seven Heads and Ten 
Horns, and upon the Horns T en Crowns, and upon the Heads the Name 
of Blafphemy. Here the Crowns are not upon the Heads, but Horns 3 
i. e. the fupream Civil Power in thofe Kings, whofe Kingdoms were 
taifed out of the Ruins of the Weftern Empire, who received 
their Power one Hour (under the fame Difpenfation of Providence)

«r, and great Authority , Dan. 7. A Leopard reprefents the Grecian 
Empire. The Grecian Empire, after Alexander's Death, continu- 
ed not one ungle civil Polity, but was divided into Four King- 

lying betwixt the Two chiefeft of 
thole Kingdoms, viz. Syria and Egypt (from their Scituation with 
refpea to ‘Judea, called the Kings of the North -and the South, Dan. 
}}•) fcorched in the Flames of their mutual Wars, than 

it both had been united into one, and ruled over it. The Ami- 
thriflian Empire hath the Body of this Leopard, becaufc, as the Greci - 
an Empircofold, it conflfis not of One Jingle civil Polity , but is divided 
tnto many difttnR Kingdoms, which fubmit to the Pope as an Ecclefi- 
afiical &ead. D an. 7. The Bear reprefents the Perflan Empire, the 
Lion the Babtloman. Here behold, the Body of the Grecian Leopard 
the Feet of the Perflan Bear, the Mouth of the Babilonian Lion! thofe 
things that were moSt hurtful and injurious to the JewiJh Church, in the 
Three proceeding Empires, for the greater torment, of the Chriflidn Church 
meeting together m the Anthhriftian Empire of the Pope It is faid’ 
the Dragon gave him his Seat, *. Rome, (where the Devil pre - 
flded in hlS laft . Lieutenant, the Pagan Emperor) his Power and 
great Authority j, 1. e. thro divine Permiffion, inftrufting the Pone 
to deceive thofe Kingdoms, infatuating them to fubmit to him as 
their Ecdefiafhcal Head. 

The p ope teidi managed them in as true and great an Oppo- 
rtune to .Chnft, as before the Pagan Imperial Head did, when 
commanding them as Provinces. VerC 3. Aid I Cm One ofimHcnd, 
f itmmmnmkdn the Death, and its deadly IVoand spas healed, andthl 
Werldtemdered after the VeaSi. The Sixth, viz., the Imperilil Head, 
received a deadly Wound when Conflantine put down Heathenifm! 
and Chriftiamty obtained the Throne of the Roman Empire • This 
deadly Wound given the Beaft in his Sixth Head, was healed bv fee- 
ling up thePapal, the Seventh, whom the World wondered after i e 
for maty Ages hath followed with flupid Generation. ’ 

To proceed no farther in the Explication of this Chapter, by thefe 
ThreeVerfes wemay learn the Holy Ghoft’s Definition of Antichrift, 
viz.. The Seventh or laft Head of the Roman,ot Fourth Monarchy not

No.finite Nature can fuftain a plurality^ Perfons in the fame mdi- 
vidual Eflence, There cannot be Three humane Perfons^ without 
ThreeMen; or Three Angelical Perfons without Three AngeUythete 
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^yoiwmg Hini,Aejeceives that relative Glory of a Trinity ofPer- 
fyils ill the %aie i^vidualE£[ence,which is incompatible to any Crea- 
ture, amd nohe but a God is capable of Receiving. 

.. ^-.HerebyGod receives the abfolute Glory of his infinite Perfed- 
ions in the higheft Degree. The infinite Peniedions of the Divine 
Nature meet together, and infinitely difplay their Glory, in the Sal- 
vation of him that doth thus worflup Goa. Infinite Wifdom infinite- 
ly difplaysits Glory in contriving this way of laving Sinners by Jefos 
Chrift, which tends fo much to the exalting God’s Glory in their Sal* 
vation. Infinite Goodnefs, Love, Mercy, Grace, infinitely difplay 
their Glory , in the Gift of Chrift an infinite Mediator. Infinite Juft- 
ice is Infinitely Glorified in the Juftification of a Believer, by the infi- 
nitely meritorious Righteoufhefs of Chrift. Infinite Holinefs is infi- 
mtely Glorified in thus over-ruling $m, which, of all things in the 
World, is moft contrary to God’s Glory, to the higheft exaltation of 
his Glory in the Salvation of Believers, by Jefiis Chrift. He that thus 
worlhips, and thereby feeks Salvation from God, gives him, as the 
relative Glory of his Perfons, fo this abfolute Glory of his infinite 
Perfedions, beaming forth therein. 

2. This is the beft way of worfluping God that can be, for fecuring 
the Happinefs of the Worfhiper : For the Glory of all the Divine 
Perfons in the God-head, ana of all the infinite Perfedions of the Di- 
vine Nature, are engaged, by an everlafting Covenant, for the Salva- 
tion of foch an One. Therefore God Swears by Himfclf, Heb. 6 . 
13. 14. When God made promife to Abraham j becaufe he could Sweat 4 by 
no greater, hejwore by Himfclf •, faying, fwely, blejfwg I will blefs thee. i. e. 
as fore as I am God, (if we may fpeak it with an holy Reverence) let 
me ceafe to be God, lofe all the Glory of the Divine Perfons in my 
God-head, and of the infinite Perfedions of my Divine Nature, if, in 
Bleffing, I do not blefs Abraham *, and all foch as walk in the Foot-fteps 
of Abraham's Faith. 

I have been the larger in my Explication of the Chriftian Dodrine, 
both to give you a Bttleglimpfe of theGIory of trueChriftianity *, and 
alfo, that the grofsnefs of any oppofition to this Dodrine, whether 
open, or fecret, may be more manifeft. 

Now behold the likenefs of Rome Papal to Rome Pagan, in oppofing 
the Dodrine of Chriftianity. Rome Pagan did it openly, with barba- 
rous Rage. Rome Papal is Myftical Babilon that glories in the Name 
;of Zion. The Church of Rome freely owns, and profefleth the Dod- 
rine of the Trinity. They are baptized into the name of God, as a 
Trinity inUflity,whichaddsperficfioufnefsto their Sin. Their learu-

That 
Chnrch holds, that Cbr& hath fatisfied for the Eternal Pknifhment of Sir* y 
bat there is a Temporal Punijhment which Chrifiians themfelves matt bear., 
and thereby fairly Cod's jufiice, either by Penances before Death jr in Pur- 
gatory after Death , unl/fs relieved by Indulgences, which contain the Me- 
rits and SatiffdBons of ether Saints . Do not thefe Capital Doftrines 
of Popery Rob God of his infinite Juftice, and render him imperfeft- 
ly juft, that will be put off without a full Satisfaftion from Chrift, or 
accept any thing as Satisfaftion to his Juftice for Sin, which a meer 
Creature can do ? Again, That Church hqM$, That Cod remits to a 
Believer the Gailt of Sin, but not of Punijhment. Dothnot this Doftrine 
Rob God of the.Glory of his infinite Mercy ? and render him imper- 
feftly Merciful to forgive Sin partially, forgive One part of the Debt* 
and require the other ? Now thofe Doftrines which make God im- 
perfeftly Juft, and imperfeftly Merciful, render himuncapable of be- 
ing any G6d at all. By thefe Doftrines, therefore, the Church of 
Rome really denies the true God, and fets up. an Idol of their own

2. As for the SOn* Thefe Capital Doftrines of the Church of Rome,. 
concerning humane Satisfaftions,in Penances, Purgatory, or by Indulgences, 
with the Lttercejfton of Saints and J^gels,as finite ^Mediators, are utterly in - 
confident with the God-hcad of Chr&, If Chrift be Gtfd, there mu3fc 
heeds be ah infinite Dignity in his Perfon, an infinite Merit in his 
Righteoufnefs t As fuch a Righteoufnefs needs no help, it Will admit 
no Partner in the glorious- Work of our Justification, jbefbre God. 
Mere ftis fit we fhould take notice of their Religious Orders (as they 
call them) of Men and’ Women. . The Sacerdotal Hierarchy wears- 
t BibWii.sfcfcc. the Crowny -hPoffevin calls them the GOVERNING CLERGY,, 
lib. 3, chap. ao. their Monks, &c. the SUPEREROG ATlNG CLERGY. In.

Orders is* to do Works of Supererogation for maintaining the Fundi

ed of their Money,.aniHheir Souls to. The Church of Pome holds, sjatt. n 
That Obeying the Lawjnore perfeftly than it Requires, and Observ- 
ing the Councels of the Goijbel, are Works of Supererogation. The 
Law, they fay, is fatisfied. with the firft Degree of Charity, whatfa- 
ever is above that, in any Man s Obedience of it, is Supererogatory. 

The Religious Orders of the Church of Rome, by their Obedience of 
the Law, more perfeftly then is neceflary ; Imt efpecially by obferv- 
ing their Three-fold Vow, of Poverty, Chaftity, Obedience, (which, 
with them, are not Precepts, but Councels) do Works of Superero- 
gation, to maintain this Fund of the Church’s Spiritual Treafpre , 
whereof, the Pope is Lord, and hath the . fovereugn DHpofal. This 
Doftrine of Indulgences, horribly Blafphemes the Glory of Chrtft's infinitely 
Meritorious Righteoufnefs •, which is only Sufficient, and ,All-fufficient 
for the Jollification of a Believer before God. Set afide, therefore, 
the Confideration of their Flagitiouiheis, (whereof the World hath 
Rung for many Ages) let them be as Good as they pretend to be, the 
Perfeftion of. that Sanftity. wherera they Glory, at belt, ui Deceive - 

ablenefs of Vnrighmufnefs, and, indeed, a great Abomination. By the 
painted Sanftity of thefe Religious Orders, the World was at firft bewitohed 
into , and is fill infatuated in a fuperfiitious Wonder after the Beaft. This 
Chimerical Fund of Merits, brings down thofe Golden Showers into 
the k(Wj*>j Synagogue, which Gild the Pope’s Crown, and’ Pamper the 
Priefts Bellies. 

3 - As for theHoly Ghoft. The Doftrines of the Pope's, or dburch*s 
Infallibility and Supremacy, are inconfifient with his God-head. Tnis Do- 
ftrine is the main Pillar of the Papal Empire „ }| Bellarmine calls the J Tn 
Primacy of the Pope, the Sum of Chriftianity y without which, the PomifiJ 
Church can no more lubfift, than a Building without a Foundation, a 
Flock without a Pallor, an Army without a General^ the Stars with- 
out the Sun, the Body without the Head. In Short, they hold fiicb a 
vifibie infallible fopream Head neceflary to the Churches unity in 
Fundamentals. (In Doftrines not Fundamental, there are Diffe- 
rences enough among themfelves, which this infallible Head cannot 
Remove.) How is this Doftrine confiftent with the God-head of 
the Holy Ghoft ? If the Holy Ghoft be God, certainly, by the Mu* 
mutation of his Grace, he can enable all lincere Chriftians to difcern, 
and agree in all loch Doftrines of the Gofpel,. the knowledge where- 
r of^w neceflary to Salvation,.

Heathens oppofed the Do&rihe ofChriftiarnty^gnorantly and o- . 
penly. The Church of Rome pretehding to Infembility in theeafe, 
undimines and deftroys it under the N«pe of i fpecial Friend. Ar- 
rians, Seamans, openly deny the ddd-head ofChrid •, fo did Macedo- 
nians the God-head and Perfbnality pf the Holy Ghod. For this they 
are condemned as Herieticks, by the Church of Rome, which, at the { 
fame tiine, iets up and impofeth Dodrines, to be believed on pain of 
Damnation, that! really do the fame Work. . 

II. The Papal Empire is like the Pagan in fitting up Idolatry and cm - 
rtipt Worjliip: How grofly guilty heathen Roms was in this matter, i 
none deny. What is their worshiping of Saints, Angels, Images , Re~ 
liqaes, the Holt-, but Idolatry ? ' All theDiftin&ions ufed herein by. 
Papifts, to excufe themfelves, were before ufed by heathen Philofb- 
phers, to the fame purpofe, and with as good Succefs. There are 
Two Aggravations of Papal Idolatry not to be met with in Heathen 
Idolatry, the One Blafphemes Chrift, the other Affronts the common 
Senfe of Mankind. 

1. If Pagans worlhiped their Idols, (which were either Souls of 
Perfons, efteemed eminently Virtuous, that were departed, or Spirits 
that had never been Incarnate) and ufed them as Finite Mediators be- 
tween themfelves and the fupream God, they knew no other, better 
Mediator. But Papifts know,and acknowledge the Lord Jefus Chrifl 
to be an infinite Mediator t aiid not content with him alone, to his in- 
finite Difhonour, they will be fetting up, and worfhipmg Finite Ones. 

2. Popifh Idolatry in their worfmping the Holt, is an Affront to 
the common Senfe of Mankind. For it mud be Adored as the real, 
proper, natural Body of Chrifl-, when, to our Sight, Smelling, Feeling, 
Tade,it appears to be nothing but Bread. This, in Impudenee,out- 
does the Sorcery of pannes and Jambres, who cad their Rods upon 
the Ground, and (feemingly at lead) they became Serpents.-, if, to 
the Eyes of the Spectators, they had appeared Rods, ana thofe Magi- 
cians, with a Roman Afar once, had told them, That, upon pain of 
Damnation, they mud believe them not to be Rods, but Serpents ; 
inftead of Believing, they would have Stoned them. 

Here we may alio take Notice of their Ceremonial Worfhip, whereby 
the fimplicity of that VVorlhip, which Chrifl: appointed in die Chrid- 
ian Church, , is turned into a gawdy Pageantry, and heathenilh Pomp. 

From their Dodrine of Tranfubftantiation, it neceilarily follows, • 

That 
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isinconftftent with aE^raaheBbdy, and implicitly 46ni« thewuth oT 
ChrifP s Humanity. The great multitude of their vain Ceremonies; 
alio, implicitly denies Chriffs being come, and having differed id 
die Flefh , for it fubjeds the Chridian Church to fuch a way of Wor- 
Ihip, as was only proper before bis Incarnation and Paflion. Thus 
Orid is quite dedroyed by the Dodrfiie and VVorlhip of the 
Church of Rome, being iriconfident with die Truth of both his Na- 
tures, Divine and Humane. r 

III. Rome Papal is like Rome Pagan, in Tyranny and Perfection. Thofe 
Provinces which (at lead, in this wedern part of the World) fup- 
ported the Grandeur of Rome Pagan, and were ufed by it inperfecu- 
tingthe Chridian Church, being turiied into Kingdom^ fubmitting to 
the Pojpe as their fpiritaal Head, fupport his Grandeur, and have 
been ufed by him In perfecudng true Chriftianlty.. For the firft 
Three Centuries, the Church felt the fury of heathen Perfecutions ; 
for the next Three it was afflifted by the violent Oppofition of the 
Arrians, wherein Subtilty and Rage met together. For the fucceed- 
ing Three, it was feorehed irt the Flames of Saracenical Wrath. A- 
bout the Eleventh Century, the Pope took up the perfecudng Trade, 
and hath held it ever fmee : On alfOccafipns,he hath fhewed liisHear- 
tinefs and Dexterity in this barbarous Work. Herein the Image hath 
out-done theOriginal. Papal hath been thecaufeof fhedding more 

Chridian BloocLthan everfowePagan Shed. Moreover, there has been 
more perfidioufnefs in Papal Butcheries, as in the Parifian and Irijh 
MafTacres,than we read of in> Pagan Perfecutions. And for Ingratitude, 

< in all the Eagan Violence agaibft the Chridian Church, what is Com- 
parable to that of the Marlon Perfecution in England , and the piufent 
llfage of the French Protedants ? 

For the Proof of my Dodrine, viz. That Rome Papal is the Image 
of Rome Pagan, I think there needs no more than what has been done 
in fhewing their Likened, r. far oppoiing the Dodrine ofChriftiani- 
ty, 2. In their fettirtg up Idolatry and corrupt Worfhip. 3. In their 
Tyranny and Perfecution. - * 

This Papal Empire is the Dtv\\sAfaJler-piecr, for therein the Name 
ef Ghrifiianity is turned againli the thing. And there are Three things 
obfervable in the prophetical Defcriprion of this Work.

With them the Go ficl 
(taken ftriCtly,as contra-diftmCt to the Law of Nature; is a new Law, 
requiring Faith and Repentance We our filves muB fatisfy for our Sins a- 
gainft it. Thus comes jn their Do&rine of humane Satisfactions, by 
Pennances, the pains of Purgatory, Works of Supererogation } for 
which their religious Orders are fo highly efteemed. Ia thefe humane 
Satisfactions, and Works of Supererogation, there is a great Ihew of 
Sanctity, hatred of Sin, contempt of the World, zeal to God. Gonfi- 
der the things themfelves,they are a deceiveablenefs of Unrighteouf- 
nefs' 5 cOnfider- their end ‘and ufe, they are grand Abominations.

tbdie wrought in their- Favour. ’Tis by thefo Miracles, the little 
Beaft, in my Text, is faid to deceive them that dwell on the' Earth 5 
arid jferfwade them to make an' Image to the Beaft that received the 
Wound by the Sword, and did Live.

Pardon this Digreffion, which, though not neceflary to prove my 
Dodrine, is not wholly foreign to my T ext. It may be notunprofi- 
table to (hew, by what Arts and Methods the Devil ere&ed that Pa- 
gano-chriftian Empire, which, as k hath been the fubtieft, iongeft, fo- 
r.ft fo it IhaVl be the laft Enemy which /hall ever prevail over, and; 
opprefs the Church of God in this Wor Id.

If the Papal Empire be the Image of the Pagan, What reafon is there 
t-o aueftion the Pope’s being Antichrift ', how much , to believe and call hint- 
ft ? As amongft the Romans of old, every General was call’d Empe- 
ror, at laft that Name was reftrained to the Head of the Government ,. 
fo every Arch Heretick, may be call'd Antichrift (we Read of ma- 
ny fuch in the firft Epiftle of St. John) but the Scripture fpeaks .of 
One Eminent, Notorious Oppofer, who fhould be Head of a wicked

ed of the World j fince,’tis acknowledged, they are forced to change

Concerning this Antichrift, or the wicked Empire fo injurious to 
the Church of God, mentioned in thofe Chapters, there are Two. O- 
pinions moft in Vogue amongft the Romanics. Some apply ’em to 
an Antichrift already paft, others expound ’em of One to come : ’Tis 
pleafant Reading how fairiy they confute each other.

If the Papal Empire be the Image of thePagan, What reafbn have 
we to blefs God for the Reformation ? For reftoring the Gofpel to 
us, and continuing it, notwithftanding our many and great forfeitures 
of it, and the many fubtle Defigns and Attempts of our Popifh Ad- 
verfaries to deprive us of it ? Our molt acceptable Return to God 
for any Mercy, is making a right ufe of it. Let me, therefore, prels 
you to the difeharge . of this -great Duty.

This great Work became more Eafie to that glorious 
Prince, by ' the former Judgments, having cut off thofe Hands, which 
elfein ail likelyhood would have Oppofed him in it. The Wars 
that have been, and different Interefts that are amongft the Princes 
©f the Papal Empire, contribute nothing to its Strength. But as the 
Deliverance of the Church from Rome Pagan was God’s Work, its 
deliverance from Papal Opprefiion fhall be his too. This is celebra- 
ted by the Church, Re v. 15.^3. 4. Great dtuUMarveUoHS are thy 
Works\ Lord God Almighty^ juft and true are thy ways, thou Kxng.of Saints 
who would not fear thee ,0 Lord^and glorify thy Name ?

the prophetical Emblem. Verfl 13. 14. Jbrmts Seed (hose Idferve a 
firange Nation, be ufflitod by Hum mr Hundred fern , then God wouU, 
Judge that Nat ion^and bring them out with great Subfiance. The Smoke 
of the Furnace, therefore, palling betwixt the parts of Abram's Sa- 
crifice, fignified God’s Prefence amongft Abranfs Pofterity, by Ver- 
tue whereof, they fhould multiply under, at laft be delivered from- 
the Egyptian Bondage ; but his Prefence, in a myfterious tremendous 
way, who would feverely con-eft them for their Sins. So here, all 
the while God is pouring out the Vials of his Wrath on Antichrift, 
doe Temple is fill'd with Smoke from the Glory of God , and his Power. This 
dignifies GocPs Prefence in the Church, by Vertue whereof, the work 
of Reformation fhall be preferved, and in due time perfefted. Bnt 
God ihall be prefent in a myfterrious, tremendous way, whereby 
the Proteftant Churches lhaU be feverely Correfted for their.

No Man received Christ's Teftimony ; not Abiblutely, 
for fbmewere Converted by him; but Comparatively, to thofe 
great Multitudes, Converted by the Apoftles and their Followers, 
after Chrift*s Refurreftion and Afcenfion. So here ’tis faid, No Man 
was able tajnter into the Temple ; not Abiblutely, but Comparatively, 
to the vail Multitudes that fhall come in after this Smoak is Vanifh- 
ed, and the /even Plagues of the feven Angelsare fulfilled. As ’tis de- 
clared, v. 4. of this Chapter. AB Notions JhaB come and Worfhip be- 
fore thee , becaufe thy Judgments are made manifest .

K aud the Bodies of Saints departed fleeping in Jefiis here below. For, 

1. Whereas the Martyrs that Suffer’d under Antichrift are laid to 
Live and Reign, &c. W e muft confider, that the Church is the myft- 
ical Bodyof Chrift: continued thro all Ages. Rev. 11. ver. 3. 12. 
The Two Witnefles 3re laid to Prophecy in Sack-cloth 1260 Days, 
then to have War made upomthem, to be conquer’d,- and kill’d by 
the Bealt that alcended out of the Bottomlels-Pit, to lye unburied 
Three Days and an half •, after that to rife again, and afcend up to 
Heaven. By confent of both Sides, (fuch is are for, and againft a 
< proper Refurre&lon of the Saints at that time) the 1260 Days are 
„ prophetical Days, each Day fignifies an Tear; No individual Perlons 
ever Lived 1260 Years. But the lame individual Witnefles that 
1 Prophecied in Sack-doth in the beginning of thofe 1260 Years, may- 
be laid in the Succeflors of their Faith and Caufe, to continue lo Pro* 
phecying throagh them all,- and aft e rwar ds- to be War’d upon, Con- 
quer’d, Kill’d by the Beall, Iy unburied Three Days and an half, then 
rife again, afeend into Heaven. And here in Chap. 10. to Live and- 
Reign with Chrift a Thoufand Years. 2. There ’tis laid, I law the 
Souls, not the Bodies. Had there been a proper Refufre&ion, their 
^Bodies would have been moll Gonlpicuous. John is laid to have feen 
r " the Souls, they were the immediate Seat of that Knowledge, Faith, 
Love, Zeal to Chrift, which were delayed in thofeMartyrs that fuf- 
fered under Antichrift, and fhall be conlpicuous in the Saints, which, 
for thefe Thoufand Years, Ihall Reign with Chrift. 3- In the pro- 
phet idt Stile, the Church is faid to rule with God, when his true Re- 
ligion, and the Ordinances of his Worlhip are kept pure and intire. 
Hofea, 11. 12. Ephr'dim compajfethme about with Lies , mid the Houje 
oflfrael with Deceit : but Judah yet rdeth with God , and is faithful With 
the Saints. Whatever more may be contain’ d, in the high Expreffions 
of this Text, will be moll aceeptible to the Church of God- when it 

comes. With the greateft Modefty and Affurance we may gather 

thus much, that, after AnticHjsilft^eftraftton, and the Devils being 
chain’d down into the Bottonuwwit, . the true and pure Ghurch or
